PARIS,  Jan.  24. — The  much-dls- 
oussed  British  plan  for  a  league  of 
nation*,  which  has  ^st  boon  com- 
pleted, can  now  bo  outlined  In  con- 
crete for  tho  first  time. 

The  foUowlnr  details,  though-  un- 
offlclal  and  subject  to  alteration,  rep- 
resent in  substance  the  plan  that  will 
be  laid  before  the  peace  con" 
ference.  The  main  feature  of  tha 
leaffuo  provided  for  In  tho  plan  will 
h«  tha  establishment  o^  machinery 
for  handling  international  disputes. 
This  will  be  based  on  an  agreomoni 
among  the  leaders  of  tha  loagvo  of 
nations  not  to  intartare  with  tho  tor- 
ritorial  Integrity  of  states  or  to  per- 
mit others  to  Intsvfsro  with  tliem. 

The  rendering  of  aasiatanoa  and 
guidance  to  the  new  and  und«va|i>pod 
states  to  molntain  freedom  of  tranalt 
and  Juet  commercial  relattona  bo- 
twaen  the  itaembors  of  tha  laagua  are 
some  of  the  principal  alma  to  bo 
supervised  by,  (he  leagrue.

PARIS,  Jan.  24 — (Special  cable  from 
:  J.  W.  Dafoe) — First  evidence  of  tbe 
readiness  of  tbe  great  powers  to  com- 
promise upon  questions  upon  which 
there  are  serious  differences  of  opinion 
came  yeaterday,  when  the  course  of 
action  toward  Russia  suggested  In  a 
note  to  the  Allies  by  the  British  Oov- 
emment  early  In  January  was  unanl^ 
mously  agreed  to  bytrepresentatlves  of 
the  powers  sitting  at  the  Qual  d'Orsay, 
as  the  supreme  war  council. 

As  already  has  been  known,  the  Al- 
lies' proposal  comnieiided  Itself  to  the 
United  States  deleoates,  but  was  not 
accepted  by  the  French  for  reasons 
set  out  in  M.  Plchon's  fiote  already  pub- 
lished. The  basis  of  this  proposition 
was  th%t  an  attempt  should  be  made 
to  get  ail  the  disturbing  factors,  in- 
cluding the  warring  factions  in  Russia 
and  tbe  provisional  governments  of  ^he 
new  states  created  out  of  Russian  ter- 
ritory, into  a  conference  under  the 
general  direction  of  the  great  powers 
for  the  purpose  of  seeing  whether 
there  would  be -some  ground  of  under- 
standing reached  which  would  bring 
some  measure  of  peace  and  stability  to 
that  country. 

An' essential  precedent  to  this  course 
would  be  tbe  adoption  of  a  truce  by^t 
rival  govemmepts  and  the  cessation  by 
Bolshevikl  of  aoMvitiea.  both  military 
and  propagandhit,  outside  the  boundar- 
ies of  the  territory  of  which  they  are 
now  in :  possessloa 

This  plan  ■.  undoubtedly  involves  i  a 
contingeat  •  recognition  of  the  de  faetp 
government  in  Russia  and  was,  for  tbts

After  seven  days'  consid- 
eration by  representatives  Ot  the  great 
powers,  and  In  the  li«ht  of  all  avail* 
able  informaUon.  the  unahlRiooa  do- 
ctaloti  was  reabhed  to  give  the  British 
proposition  a  trial,  and  the  memoran- 
dum presented  by  President  WllOoa, 
embodying  this  policy   was  adopted.

Correspondentjs  Query  Lord 
Robert  Cecil  in  Regard  to 
Its  Internationalization — He 
Says  U.S.  Must  Decide. 


PARIS,  Jan.  24.-«-The  queatlon  of 
whether  the  Panama  Caanal  ahould 
be  ipternatlenallaed  under  the  I«eague 
of  Nationa  would  depend  entirely  up- 
on the  attitude  of  the  United  SUtea 
Qovernment.  according  to  Lord  Robert 
Cecil,  who  haa  aubmltted  to  the  peace 
congreaa  a  draft  of  the  Britiah  view 
of  the  alructura  of  the  League.  He 
apoke  at  a  conference  of  Joumatlata  in 
answr  to  a  query  based  upon  specula- 
tion by  the  press  on  features  of  the 
new  aoolety  ef  nationa. 

Lord  Robert  aaid  he  had  not  heard 
any  apecido  diaouaalon  of  the  Panama 
Canal  among  delegatea.  it  being  men* 
tianed  only  Incidentally  in  Connection 
with  other  waterways,  ainoe  It  ia  the 
property  of  the  United  Statea  and  it 
muat  ha  for  that  country  to  say  how 
it  ahall  be  controlled. 

In  apeaklng  of  tha  admlaalen  of  neu< 
trala  into  the  league  on  the  aame  baala 
aa  othet^  naUona.  Lord  Robert  aald 
t^at  it  waa  hla  conception  that  thc^o 
ahotUd  he  no  claaatflcation,  hut  that  all 
aovereign  independent  atatea  ahould 
have  equal  righta. 

The  queatlon  waa  raiaed  aa  to  whe- 
ther If  a  big  Indemnity  la  aaaeeaed 
agalnat  Germany  ahe  ahould  be  kept 
out  of  the  league  unUl  payment  waa 
completed.  Lord  Robert  replied  that 
she  would  not  be  barred  merely  be- 
cauae of  her  inability  to  pay,  in  caae 
the  indemnity  ahould  run  over  a  long 
period. 

He  eald  that  no  deflniu  propoaala 
had  aa  yet  been  made  regarding  limit- 
ation of  armamenta,  which  la  preaant- 
Ing  an  extremely  difficult  problem.  In 
hla  opinion,  there  cannot  be  total  dla- 
armament, aince  every  country  muat 
maintain  certain  defenalve  foreea.

GOVERNMENT  BRIEF 

IN  CASE  OF  DEBS 

WASHINOTON.  Jan.  Si—A  Gov- 
ernment  brief  waa  filed  In  the  Su- 
preme Court  today,  upholding  the 
action  of  the  lower  court  In  the  caae 
of  Eugene  V.  Doha,  the  Boelallat 
leader,  aentenced  to  10  yeara*  Imprla- 
onment  under  the  eaplonage  act  for 
atatementa  made  In  a  speech  at  Can- 
ton, Ohio,  laat  June.

Lithuanian  Forces  Operate  at 
Vilna— Plan  of  Conference 
Not  Well  Received— Poland 
Has  Many  Difficulties. 


PARIS,  Jan.  24. — Lithuanian  troops 
have  Inflicted  a  defeat  upon  the  Bol- 
■bevlkl  near  Kouedary,  about  midway 
between  Kovno  and  Vllna,  aocordincr 
to  report*  from  Kovno  received  today. 
The  caaualtiea  of  the  Bolahevlkl  were 
heavy,  and  they  were  reported  to  have 
lost  elx  thousand  three  hundred  men 
in  prisoners.  The  Lithuanians  are 
said  to  be  advancing  toward  Vilna. 

The  losses  of  the  Lithuanians  are 
said  to  have  been  sllicht. 

LONDON,  Jan.  S4.  —  Newspapers 
here  comment  lukewarmly  on  the  plan 
for  a  conference  between  an  AlUed 
commission  and  representatives  of  the 
various  Governments  in  Russia.  The 
Post  editorially  condemns  the  propo- 
sal, saying  among  other  things  that 
"it  displays  more  than  Christian  weak- 
ness." 

The  Telegraph,  admitting  the  plan 
to  be  inspired  by  the  best  motives, 
condemns  it  as  being  "politically  haz- 
ardous and  ethically  wrong." 

The  Times,  while  not  enthusiastical- 
ly in  favor  of  the  proposal,  hopes  it 
will  work,  and  says  that  eyen  if  it 
does  not  the  hands  of  the  Allies  will 
have  been  strengthened  by  failure. 

B.  J.  Dillon,  the  foreign  political  ex- 
pert of  The  Telegraph,  writing  from 
Paris,  says  the  Princes  Islands  plan 
caused  consternation  in  Russian  circles 
in  Paris,  and  adds  that  he  is  atithor- 
lEed  to  declare  that  the  Qovernments 
of  Omsk,  Archangel,  Crimea  and  Yek- 
aterinodar  will  absolutely  refuse  to 
send  representatives  to  the  conference. 

PARIS,  Jan.  24. — Delegations  of 
Poles  from  Lithuania  and  White  Rus- 
sia, including  representatives  from  the 
cities  of  Vilna  and  Warsaw,  have  ar- 
rived here.  They  will  defend  the 
Interests  of  the  Polish  population  In 
Lithuania  and  White  Russia,  and  wish 
to  obtain,  flrst  wf  all,  assurance  that  a 
Bolshevist  invasion  of  those  regions 
will  be  prevented. 

LONDON.  Jan.  24.— Paul  MlUukofT, 
fornaer  foreign  minister  of  Russia, 
who  is  in  London,  was  surprised  when 
told  today  that  the  Allies  had  Invited 
the  Bolsheviki  of  Russia  to  a  confer- 
ence.    He  said: 

"The  Bolsheviks  are  In  no  wise  rep- 
resentative of  the  Russian  people.  They 
are  robbers  and  cuthroats — mad  dogs 
who  wish  to  bite  others  so  that  all 
may  be  mad." 

He  said  the  only  way  to  settle  the 
Russian  problem  was  to  overthrow  the 
Bolshevik  rule  there,  which  he  de- 
clared is  simply  terrorism  and  "hate- 
ful to  the  majority  of  Russians."  |Ie 
also  stated  that  if  the  Allies  would 
supply  guns  and  munitions  patriotic 
Russians  would  overthrow  Bolshevik 
tyranny. 

LONDON.  Jan.  24. — The  enUre  sit- 
uation In  Poland  is  very  difficult,  ac- 
cording to  the  Polish  viewpoint  East- 
ward the  Germans  are  falling  back, 
and.  it  is  said,  are  handing  ovef  guns 
and  ammunition  to  the  Bolsheviki  and 
are  not  permitting  the  Poles  to  take 
suitably  measures  for  thefr  own  de- 
fence against  the  Bolshevlld.  It  is  as- 
serted also  that  German  troops  are  be- 
ing sent  from  the  interior  of  Germany 
with  the  object  of  flghting  the  Poles. 
It  Is  declared  that  Ukrainians  to  the 
number  of  30,000  have  attacked  the 
Poles  in  the  vicinity  of  Lemberg.  It  is 
believed  that  Ukrainians  desire  to  ob- 
tain possession  of  the  disputed  terri- 
tory before  the  decision  of  the  peace 
conference  can  be  promulgated. 

In  Esthonia  the  Bolsheviki  appear 
somewhat  disorganized,  partly  owing 
to  the  trouble  in  Petrograd  and  to  the 
disaster  recently  sufTered  at  Perm. 

TEMPERANCE  MOVES 
MADE  AT  VANCOUVER 

VANCOUVER,  Jan.  24.  —  "The 
Moderation  League"  Is  the  official 
title  chosen  for  the  new  organisation 
which  Is  working  to  amend  the  Pro- 
hibition Act  and  to  have  enacted 
temperance  legislation.  Mr.  Altken 
Tweedale  has  been  appointed  director 
of  publicity,  and  has  been  Instructed 
to  engage  offices.  He  has  Just  re- 
turned from  Vancouver  Island,  and 
reports  that  the  movement  Is  making 
headway. 

The  Prohibition  forces  of  the 
province  have  decided  to  call  a  pro- 
vincial convention  during  the  session 
df  Legislature,  which  opens  next 
week.

Trains  and  Steamers  Blocked 
by  High  Wind  and  Snow— 
Man  at  Levis  Blown  Off  Pier 
and  Killed. 


QUEBEC,  Jan.  24. — The  worst'storra 
of  the  year  struck  this  city  and  dis- 
trict last  night,  the  wind  reaching  this 
morning  a  velocity  of  82  miles  an 
hour,  while  seven  inches  of  snow  had 
fallen. 

There  was  no  ferry  service  today  be- 
tween Levis  and  Quebec  City  till  after 
9  o'clock  this  morning.  Trains  are 
stalled  east  of  Harlaka.  and  the  track 
Is  blocked  with  drifts  between  10  and 
12  feet  high.  A  C.  N.  R.  passenger 
train  is  stalled  at  Trois  Pistoles,  un- 
able to  either  back  or  proceed. 

A  man  named  Bomarget  of  Levis 
was  blown  off  a  pier  in  the  harbor 
here  today  by  the  high  winds,  landed 
in  the  hold  of  a  ship  under  construc- 
tion  and   was   instantly   killed. 

The  Qovernment  steamers  Mont- 
calm and  Voyageur,  recently  built 
here,  which  left  this  port  early  in  the 
week  for  Halifax,  are  caught  in  the 
storm  and  reported  by  wireless  at 
noon  today  that  they  do  not'  know 
exactly  where  they  are.  the  blinding 
storm  preventing  them  from  sighting 
land.  Both  are  drafting  apparently 
between  Godbout  and  Points  des 
Montea.  Captain  Pelletier  reports  all 
well. 


RED  CROSS  WORKERS 

COMMIT  SUICIDE 

BORDEAUX,  Jan.  24.  —  Misses 
Gladys  and  Dorothy  Cromwell,  sisters, 
of  New  York,  leaped  from  the  rail  of 
the  French  steamer  La  Lorraine  as 
the  steamer  was  in  the  Caronne 
River  bound  for  New  York  today. 
Both  were  drowned.  Both  the  young 
women  belonged  to  the  American 
Red  Cross,  and  were  returning  home. 
A  letter  found  in  their  stateroom 
and  addressed  to  the  commanding 
ofBcer  of  their  Red  Cross  unit.  In- 
formed him  of  their  Intention  "to 
end  it  all."  The  Misses  Cromwell 
had  spent  much  time  at  the  front, 
and  friends  said  they  had  complained 
of  being  tired  physically  and  men- 
UUy. 

NEW  YORK.  Jan.  24. — The  dis- 
patch from  Bordeaux  telling  of  the 
suicide  of  the  Misses  Gladys  and 
Dorothy  Cromwell  created  a  sensa- 
tion In  society  circles  in  -this  city. 
They  are  members  of  one  of  the  city's 
most  prominent  families.  The  Misses 
Cromwell,  who  were  twins,  were 
daughters  of  the  late  Frederick 
Cromwell,  for  many  years  treasurer 
and  trustee  of  the  Mutual  Life  In- 
surance Company.  The  young  women 
went  to  France  a  year  ago. 

Beymour  L.  Cromwell,  brother  of 
the  twin  sisters,  had  received  no 
word  of  the  death  of  his  sisters,  and 
said  the  report  was  all  the  more 
astounding  in  view  of  the  fact  that 
he  had  received  on  Tuesday  a  cable 
message  In  which  they  said:  "Missed 
steamer:  sailing  Espagne." 

He  Instituted  Inquiries  to  ascer- 
tain If  they  were  on  the  Espagne 
passenger  list. 

FIRE  IN  VANCOUVER 

DOES  MUCH  DAMAGE 

VANCOUVER,  Jan.  24. — Damags  to 
the  extent  of  about  a  quarter  million 
dollars  was  done  early  this  morning, 
when  the  four-storey  building  and 
contents  of  the  T.  A,  Walsh  Company 
and  the  Walsh  Construction  Company. 
7  Alexander  Street,  was  destroyed  by 
Are. 

Bonded  goods  waiting  shipment  to 
Eastern  points,  made  up  of  shipments 
from  Singapore.  Mexico  and  Oriental 
ports,  occupied  the  two  top  floors  and 
the  basement,  and  were  largely  oils, 
greases,  rubber  and  other  inflammable 
material. 

On  the  main  floor  and  the  flrst  floor 
occupied  by  the  Walsh  Arm  for  their 
own  use,  was  sawmill  machinery,  wire 
rope  and  coils.  Some  S87  bales  of 
rabbit  skins,  and  about  400  tons  of 
tapioca  flour.  In  bond,  were  also  on 
the  top  floor.  The  stock  In  bond  was 
all  Insured,  and  that  owned  by  the 
Walsh  Company  was  Insured  for  about 
60  per  cent  of  Its  value. 

The  freezing  plant  of  the  Vancomrsr 
Creamery  Company  next  door,  which 
is  estimated  to  be  worth  $10,000,  was 
flooded  by  water  and  damaged  to  a 
considerable  extent.

Ottawa  Authorities  Now  Con- 
sidering Steps  Towards  the 
Sending  of  Undesirables  to 
Their  Own  Countries. 


OTTAWA.  Jan.  24. — The  Dominion 
Government  has  decided  that  all 
enemy  Interned  prisoners  who  may 
be  regarded  as  dangerous  or  unde- 
sirable shall  be  repatriated  with  the 
least  possible  delay.  The  Minister  of 
Finance  has,  therefore,  been  author- 
ized under  the  authority  of  the  War 
Measures  Act  to  direct  the  expulsion, 
removal  or  deportation  from  Canada 
of  all  undesirable  Interned  aliens.  It 
has  been  ascertained  throush  the 
Colonial  Ofllce  that  repatriation  to 
now  possible  of  a  number  not  ex- 
ceeding 100  adult  males. 

A  report  from  the  director  of  In- 
ternment operaUons  shows  that  there 
are  at  various  camps  throughout 
Canada  2,322  enemy  aliens,  of  whom 
1,700  are  Germans  and  the  remain- 
ing 622  of  Austrian  and  other  enemy 
nationalities.  Practically  all-  of  them 
belonv  to  the  laboring  class.  Of  the 
1,700  Germans  800  were  transferred 
from  the  West  Indies,  and  are  held 
at  the  request  of  the  British  Govern- 
ment. 

Inquiries  will  at  once  be  made  of 
the  British  Government  as  to  what 
disposition  Is  to  be  made  of  the  SCO 
men  who  were  transferred  from  the 
West  Indies. 

The  property  of  Interned  prisoners 
will  remain  subject  to  the  regufattlona 
and  powers  conferred  heretofore. 
Restitution  of  ultimate  disposition  of 
such  property  will  depend  on  the 
stipulations  of  the  treaty  of  peace. 
In  cases  where  the  money  of  aUen 
prisoners  Is  la  the  hand*  of  the  di- 
rector of  Internment  there  may  be 
paid  to  each  of  such  prisoners  upon 
deportation  a  sum  not  exceeding  |7S 
as  a  provision  for  travelling  expenaaa.

Island  for  here  it  is  necessary  to  use 
stumping  poSvder  liberally,  but  the 
price  of  It  is  prohibitive.  In  pre- 
war days  it  used  to  be  possible  to 
purchase  stumping  powder  through 
the  farmers'  Institutes  at  lfi-60  per 
case.  During  tha  war  the  price  ran 
up  to  $10.76.  It  is  now  9f.7S  per 
case.  At  the  latter  figure  only  the 
wealthy  would  attempt  to  clear  land. 
If  the  Qovernment  wishes  to  do  a 
real  servlee  to  the  cause  ef  agricul- 
ture it  should  see  what  ean  be  done 
to  provide  the  farmers  with  stump- 
ing powder  at  pre-war -prioes.  There 
is  nothing  we  know  of  at  tha  present 
time  more  likely  to  lead  to  a  cam- 
paign of  land  clearing,  which  haa 
been  sadly  neglected  during  the  past 
four  years.  Every  new  acre  of 
Cleared  land'  means  greater  produc- 
tion. At  a  tiihe  when  so  much  is 
talked  about  land  settlement,  and 
when  governments  are  devkiing  ways 
and  means  to  make  the  agricultural 
Industry  more  healthy  as  a  result  of 
the  repatriation  of  the  soldiers,  this 
question  of  the  cost  of  stumping 
powder  in  this  Prov|noe  is  being 
overlooked.  Premier  Oliver  knows 
more  than  most  men  about  the  ne- 
ceestties  of  the  farmer  in  this  Pro- 
vince and  we  believe  he  will  lend  a 
symathetie  ear  to  the  suggastlen  that 
some  step  should  be  taken  without 
delay  whereby  the  Oovernment  can 
assist  in  bringing  about  a  reduction 
to  the  pre-war  mark  of  the  prlea  of 
stumping  powder.  If  this  is  done 
the  Province  can  look  forward  to 
quite  a  revival  of  clearing  operations 
being  ^nder  way  during  the  coming 
Spring.  /

With  fnUt  and .  refreshments  of  all 
ktnda  were  set  up  by  the  Welcome 
Cliib  and',  the  happy  warriors  were 
invited  to  eat  as  long  as  the  "grub" 
held  out.  Many  of  the  men.  how- 
ever, were  ^  Immediately  surrounded 
by  relatives' or  friends  and  whisked 
away  for  a  feast  at  home  instead  of 
at  the  wharf.  The  bands  kept  play- 
ing until  the  Joyous  "feed"  was  over, 
and  then  the  fleet  of  automobiles 
mobilised  by  the  Welcome  Club  came 
into  service.  The  soldiers  tumbled 
Into  the  cars  and  were  carried  oflT  to 
the  Willows  Camp,  where  arrange- 
ments were  made  for,  their  leave  and 
dispersal. 

All  along  the  route  the  streets  were 
lined  with  people.  Many  of  the  cars 
were  stopped  by  persons  who  shuffled 
their  way  through  the  mass  to  shake 
hands  with  the  veterans  and  welcome 
them  home^  Chetirlng  swept  Ihe  -en- 
tire line  of  procession,  although  it 
was  a  bit  feeble  at  an  organised  pa- 
rade, as  anticipated.  Flags  fluttered 
from  every  masthead.  The  whole 
town  closed  up  for  the  afternoon  so 
that  everyone  could  take  part  in  the 
welcome,  and  everyone  was  ■  there. 
Banners  and  bunting  were  displayed 
over  windows  and  in  doorways. 
Victoria  was  "all  dresaed  up"  to  greet 
Its  sons  In  khaki. 

Crowds  Disappointed. 

There  was  disappointment  in  the 
downtown  district  when  it  was 
learned  that  the  soldiers  .would  not 
go  through  the  city  on  their  way  to 
camp  and  home  until  after  sundown. 
The  festivities  at  the  wharves  and  the 
delay  in  landing  made  it  so  that  the 
last  car  from  the  boat  d|d  not  para 
through  town  until  after  6  o'clock. 
Understanding  that  there  was  to  be  a 
procession  of  some  kind,  thousands 
assembled  along  Government  Street 
early  In  the  afternoon  so  that  they 
could  gain  a  good  place  of  vantage. 
But  the  procession  failed  to  material- 
ize and  th^  crowd  gradually  moved 
towards  the  wharves  to  ascertain  the 
reastm  for  the  delay  and  incidentally 
add   to   the   congestion. 

In  addition  to  the  Provincial  Gov- 
ernment and  City  Council,  practically 
air  the  city's  ptibllc  and  Mml-public 
bodies  were  represented  lit  the  wharf. 
Mr.  H.  J.  Muskett  represented  Lleut.- 
Governpr  Barnard  and  was  one  of  the 
flrst  to  go  aboard  the  Empress  of 
Asia.  Members  of  the  councils  of  ad- 
jacent municipalities,  officers  of  the 
,  Board  of  Trade  and  Rotary  Club  were 
present,  as  well  as  prominent  mem- 
bers of  the  city's  returned  soldier 
organisations,  although  they/  acted 
ez-officlo. 

The  talk  everywhere  was  about  the 
homecoming  yesterday.  It  was  the 
subject  of  conversation  In  every 
household,  on  the  streets  and  in  of- 
flces  and  industrial  plants.  The  nov- 
elty and  signlflcance  of  the  event 
appealed  to  everyone.  Not  only  did 
the  Empress  of  Asia  bring  the  larg- 
est single  body  of  returned  soldiers 
back  to  Victoria;  she  brought  them 
by  way  of  Panama,  completing  here 
an  historic  Journey — probably  the 
longest  voyage  ever  made  by  a  fully-' 
laden  transport  ship  in  war  service. 
Arrival  Bchtyed. 

On  account  of  the  uncertainty  pre- 
vailing regarding  the  Asia's  arrival, 
the  telephone  wires  Were  kept  hot  all 
tnorning  by  persons  anxious  to  learn 
when  their  friends  or  relatives  might 
be  expected  to  reach  port.  Not  since 
the  signing  of  the  armistice  has  the 
telephone  service  had  to  stand  such 
a  strain.  The  newspaper  offices  were 
deluged  all  day  with  Inquiries  con- 
cerning the  boat's  arrival  and  for  t0 
while  It  was  Impomlble  to  give  out 
definite  information  on  accoiint  of 
the  conflicting  reports  coming  in  from 
the  quarantine  station,  naval  and 
military  'authorities  and  the  Outer 
Docks.  When  the  word  was  finally 
flashed  that  the  vessel  would  reach 
the  wharves  at  4  o'clock  the  general 
exodus  began. 

At  once  It  was  evident  that  the 
street  ear  service  would  be  unable  to 
handle  the  crowd.  The  B.  C.  Elec- 
tric Railway  put  six  specials  on  the 
Outer  Wharf  run,  but  they  were  in- 
adequate In  the  face  of  the  tremen- 
dous traffic  demand,  and  the  majority 
of  the  people  who  had  no  automo- 
biles to  rely  upon  made  the  Journey 
by  foot.

Lfeut.-Col.  Lome  Ross  Returns 
to  City,  and  Instead  of  War 
Talks  of  the  Period  of  Re- 
construction.   • 


Very  quietly  and  unootentatleu^ly 
there  slipped  into  the  city  yesterday 
afternoon  from  the  Vancouver  boat 
Lieut -Colonel  Lome  Ross,  who  left 
here  in  March,  1914,  as  ofRcer  com- 
manding the  "Wssste^n  Scots."  ons  of 
ths  fnost  famous  of  the  units  sent 
from  Victoria  to  the  fighting  sone. 
The  returned  officer,  who  Is  accom- 
panied by  his  wife  and  son,  has  been 
in  Canada  for  only  about  a  month,, 
but  has  already  abandoned  khakl  In 
favor  of  mufti,  and  pronoonees  him- 
self as  keen  to  get  back\to  buslnees. 
He  is  staying  at  the  Bmprees  Hotel, 
looks  tremendously  fit,  and  no  doubt 
will  be  much  occupied  during  the  re- 
mainder of  his  week's  stay  .on  the  Isl- 
•and  in  seeing  members  of  his  old  unit 
and  friends  in  "dwiee"  who  have 
kindly  remembrances  of  him  from 
pre-war  days. 

Asksd  by  Ths  Colonist  to  say  some- 
thing about  his  experiences  at  the 
front.  Colonel  Ress  preferred  to  speak 
rather  of  the  "after-the-war"  phase 
of  things.  People  in  Victoria  were 
fully  posted  aa  to  what  had  gone  on 
"over  there." 

Rcoonstmctlon 

"I  consider  that  the  great  queetlon 
of  the  moment  is  that  of  reconstruc- 
tion and  the  fitting  of  returned  sol- 
diers into  normal  life  again,"  he 
said,  plunging  at  once  into  a  theme 
which  he  has  evidently  muc^  at 
heart.  On  his  way  back  to  the  West 
he  had  stopped  off  at  Ottawa  for  ssv- 
eral  days  in  order  to  see  for  himself 
what  stepe  were  being  taken  with  re- 
gard to  the  welfare  of  the  men  of  his 
old  battalion,  the  47th. 

"I  was  greatly  Impressed."  Colonel 
Roes  said,  "with  the  Interviews  which 
X  was  kindly  granted  by  Sir  Thomas 
White,  the  Hon.  Mr.  Rowell,  Sir 
James  Lougheed  and  Senator  Robert- 
son, who  showed  a  sympathetic  atti- 
tude toward  the  returned  men,  and 
an  evident  deelre  was  apparent  among 
practically  all  thoee  in  authority  In 
the  Government  to  do  all  In  their  power 
to  further  the  welfsM  of  the  veterans 
who  have  been  overseas  fighting  the 
Empire's  war. 

Vaagnatd  Artlvea 

"The  arrival  or  the  Empreas  of  AsUi 
Is  an  event  of  more  than  passing  sig- 
nificance, as  on  her  came  the  van- 
guard of  the  men  who  marehed  away 
to  fight  for  the  liberty  of  humanity  on 
the  continent  of  Europe.  When  they 
left  theee  men  were  promteed  that 
their  dependents  would  be  cared  for 
and  that  they  themselvee  on  their  re- 
turn would  be  provided  for.  Unfor- 
tunately, many  of  them  euffered  sveh 
severe  wounds  that  they  ars  entirely 
Incapacitated  from  holding  any  em- 
ployment. For  theee  pensions  and 
special  help  will  be  provided  by  the 
Oevemment,"  he  added,  spsaklng 
with  the  authority  of  the  assurances 
he  had  reoelved  from  the  gentlenben 
at  OtUwa.  "Others  are  so  diaablsd 
as  to  be  unable  to  resume  their  for- 
mer oocupMlons.  Theee  win  be 
trained  In  v6eatlonaI  schools  so  as  to 
fit  them  for  some  new  line  of  useful 
work.  Of  the  work  of  thsee  veea- 
tlonal  seheols  3^u  havs  experlenee 
here  In  VIetorta." 

He  went  on  to  speak  of  the  great 
maloffltir  of  men  who  would,  he  main- 
tained, return  both  mentally  and 
physteally  St  and  keen  to  get  Into  har-

MINING  AMY  ON 
VANCOUVER  ISLAND 


Resident  Engineer  of  District 
Submits  Report  on  Past 
Year's  Work-— Coal  Mining 
Principal  Branch. 


A  Steady  advance  in  the  nlalng  lA* 
dttstry  oa  Vancouver  Island  daring  the 
year  Ifll  la  reported  by  Mr.  W.  X. 
Brewer,  Provincial  Realdent  Engineer 
of  what  Is  known  aa  the  ^'eatem  Min- 
eral Survey  District,  which  incKidea  the 
Island.  In  hla  resume  of  the  year's 
operation,  whlob  appears  in  the  pre- 
liminary report  of  the  Miaea  Depart- 
ment just  off  the  Oovemmeat  presses, 
Mr.   Brewer  says: 

"During  the  paat  year,  while  there 
has  been  no  phenomenal  progress  in 
coal  and  metaliiferoua  mining  in  the 
district,  there  has  been  a  ateady  ad- 
vance, which  would  have  undoubtedly 
been  more  marked  except  for  the  diffi- 
culty in  obtaining  capital,  labor  and 
bottoms  for  the  shipment  of  ore  to 
Coast  smelters.  The  epidemic  which 
raged  throughout  Canada  and  the 
United  States  during  the  last  quarter 
of  191S  had  a  very  marked  efeet  oa 
the  mining  induatry  generally,  .as  in 
many  oampa  there  was  fully  one-third 
of  the  normal  foroe  of  workmen  ab- 
sent from  work  either  by  reason  of 
their  own  sickness  or  because  of  sick- 
ness in  their  families.  This  waa  p&r« 
ticularly  noticeable  with  regard  to  the 
coal  mines  and  the  Britannia  copper 
minob  ,-:    •  :  1;  •.'■•-.■■ 


ahe  high  cost  of  labor  and  supplies, 
together  wMh  the  difficulty  in  obtain- 
ing capital,  deterred  the  proseoution  of 
much  development  work  in  metalllfer- 
ons  mines,  but  to  a  great  extent  this 
has  been  offset  by  new  development 
work  that  has  been  done  by  the  col- 
liery companies  of  Vancouver  Island, 
which  will  be  referred  to  in  detail  later 
in  this  report. 

"At  the  beginning  of  1918  it  was  an- 
tlctpated  that  the  lack  of  smelting 
facilities  in  this  district,  owing  to  the 
closing  doirn  of  the  Ladysmith  smelter 
during  the  later  part  of  ItlT,  weald  t>e 
removed  by  that  smelter  being  blown 
in  early  in  1918,  but  all  hope  from  that 
source  had  to  be  abandoned,  as  the 
smelter  has  remained  idle  except  dur- 
ing a  few  weeks  last  Summer,  when 
about  ifiM  tons  of  copper-goid  ore  that 
had  aocumulated  earlier  in  the  year 
was  amelted.  after  which  the  plant  wag 
again  closed  down  and  la  still  idle. 

"Wages  paid  to  all  classes  of  miners 
have  advanced  steadily  during  the 
year,  and  to  such  an  extent  that  many 
coalmlners  are  receiving  a«  much  as 
110  a  day  and  upwards,  and  the  mini- 
mum  wage  since  the  last  Increase  made 
on  November  1st  is  about  $6  a  day* 
Wages  in  the  metalliferous  mines  have 
been  advanced  from  time  to  time  dur- 
ing the  continuance  of  tba  war  to  keep 
pace  with  the  advancing  price  of 
metals.  This  fact  has  had  a  deterrent 
efflBct  OB  the  progress  of  gold^arfning. 
because  the  price  of  that  meterls  fixed 
and  doea  not  fluctuate,  but,  so  fa^  as 
this  district  Is  concerned,  gold-bearing 
ores  are  rarely  found,  except  such  ores 
as  carry  gold  values  In  association  with 
other  metals,  and  generally  the  gold 
content  in  such  ores  is  very  low. 

"Fortunately  there  have  been  no 
labor  troubles  that  resulted  in  strikes 
In  this  district  during  the  past  year, 
although  such  were  threatened,  but  the 
questions  in  dispute  were  settled  by 
conferences  in  which  the  employers, 
employees  and  Oovemment  officials 
participated. 

X»ea  aad  Steal 

"Early  In  the  year  there  was  con- 
siderable agiUtlon  with  regard  to  pro- 
moting the  iron  and  steel  industries  In 
the  Province,  and  as  the  great  bulk  of 
the  known  Iron-ore  deposits  that  occur 
In  British  Columbia  are  found  on  Van- 
couver and  adjacent  islands,  this  move- 
ment naturally  created  much  Inter^t 
in  this  district.  It  resulted  la  the  en- 
«agement  of  Dr.  Alfred  Stansfleid.  of 
Montreal,  by  the  Hon,"  the  Minister  of 
Mines  to  investigate  and  report  on  the 
DosBlblllties  and  feasibility  of  smelUng 
the   magnetite  ore  in  electric  furnaces. 

"The  discovery  of  a  good  grade  of 
manganese  ora  deposits  which  promise 
to  develop  into  ore-bodies  of  consider- 
able extent  was  made  in  the  mountains 
adjacent  to  Cowlohan  Lake.  Vancouver 
Island,  during  the  past  Summer.  Ow- 
ing to  the  demand  for  ferro^manganese 
on  account  of  the  war,  this  discovery 
created  a  good  deal  of  interest,  which, 
however,  abated  to  a  great  extent  when 
the  armistice  was  signed.  The  future 
Importance  of  the  oocurreneo  of  this

A  large 
number  of  samples  uken  by  different 
mining  engineers  from  the  Hill  80 
group  of  mineral  claims,  which  contalif 
the  deposits  moat  easy  of  access,  as- 
sayed from  40  to  50  per  cent  mangan- 
ese, with  the  sillqa^  content  of  those 
samples  between  l5  and  18  per  cent. 
with   no  iron  or  phosphorus. 

"Considerable  prospecting  was  done 
during  last  summer  for  molybdenite 
ore,  and  occurrences  of  that  ore  were 
found  on  Buttle  mountain,  near  Cowl- 
Chan  lAke,  Vancouver  Island,  also  on 
the  Mainland  near  AgassU,  and  on  the 
TTpper  Stave  river,  as  well  as  In  the 
Cheam  range,  about  twenty  mUes  east 
of  the  town  of  Chllllwack.  The  devel- 
opment work  done  on  the  various  min- 
eral claims  that  contained  deposits  of 
this  ore  waa  quite  limited  In  extent 
and  no  production  was  reached.''

The  eatlmated  cost  of 
the  plant,  railway  connecting  the  mine 
with  the  wharves  and  bunkers  on  the 
waterfront  at  Nanalmo,  and  initial  de- 
velopment ia  approximately  |200,000. 
•laaby  Vsepeitlea 

"The  Oranby  Consolidated  Mining, 
Smelting  and  Power  Company,  Limited, 
which  started  the  preparatory  work  of 
opening  a  coal  mine  at  Cassldy.  about 
eight  miles  southerly  from  Nanalmo,  In 
1917  by  prospecting  with  a  diamond- 
drill,  waa  satisfied  with  the  reauiu 
and  started  sinking  the  main, slope  on 
March  7th,  1918.  The  mine  is  now 
opened  by  three  slopes — the  maaway, 
holat,  and  return  airway — £td  a  Usnlted 
quantity  of  coal  is  being  hoiated  dally, 
but  the  proposed  plant  Is  not  expected 
to  be  completed  for  about  a  year  and 
a  half.  The  estimated  cost  of  the  com- 
pleted plant,  including  railway  con- 
'deetton  >rltlh  the  Ksquiniktt  and  Nan- 
almo Railway,  coal  washer,  houses  for 
staff,  miners  and  workmen.  Is  approxi- 
mately 11,000,000,  when  the  capacity  of 
the  plant  will  reach  about  250,000  tons 
of  coal  per  annum.  The  maximum 
thickness  of  the  coal  seam  Is  twelve 
feet. 

The  Canadian  Collieries  (Dunsmulr), 
Limited,  after  having  completed  the 
preliminary  work  commenced  In  Sep- 
tember, 1917,  opened  the  No.  6  mine, 
at  South  Wellington,  down  to  the  Doui;- 
las  seam  and  begran  producing  coal 
during  the  summer  of  1918.  Coal  was 
first  exposed  by  a  prospecting  shaft 
6x6  feet,  90  feet  deep.  A  slope  was 
later  enlarged  to  10  x  12  feet  for  a 
ventilating  shaft  A  slope  has  been 
driven  2.200  feet  which  intersects  the 
coal  seam  sixty  feet  south  of  the  pros- 
pecting shaft.  Levels  to  the  north  and 
south  ha.ve  been  driven  at  300  centres. 
The  coal,  which  is  of  very  good  quality, 
varies  in  thickness  from  two  to  twelve 
feet.  The  eatlmated  capacity  of  the 
mine  la  about  90,000  tons  of  coal  per 
annum.

He  agreed  to 
box  any  number  of  rounds  up  to 
forty.  The  match  will  be  decided 
next  July,  probably  on  the  4th.  Wil- 
lard  will  Beceive  $100,000,  win.  lose 
or  draw.  The  champion  came  to 
terms  with  Rickard  tonight  after  two 
days  of  arguing. 

Rickard  said  that  cither  Georges 
darpentier,  the  French  heavyweight, 
or  Jack  Dempsey,  who  has  been 
clemoring  for  a  match  with'  the 
champion,  would  be  Willard's  oppo- 
nefit  The  place  for  holding  the  bat- 
tle will  be  named  sixty  days  before 
the  contest. 

The  fight  will  be  Willard's  first 
since  he  met  Frank  Moran,  of  Pitts- 
burgh, in  New  York,  March,  ItlS.

Booe 


Makes 'Examination  of  Sophia 
Without  Finding  Victims- 
Brought  Up  Nameplate  to 
Show  Vessel  Intact. 


JUNEAU,  Jan.  24. — Captain  Jacob- 
aen,  the  diver,  returned  here  yester- 
day afternoon  from  the  wreck  of  the 
PrlBcen  Sophie  on  Vanderbllt  Reef, 
haiiina  made  an  exhaustive  examina- 
tion of  the  ranken  veseel,  but  with- 
out reooverina  any  bodies.  Jacobsen 
examined  the  upper  decks  of  the  ves- 
sel, the  entire  lenath  of  which  is 
strewn  with  hand  baasace,  clothing, 
blankets,  etc.  He  also  entered  the 
forward  saloon  of  the  vessel,  inspect- 
Ina  staterooms'  1,  2,  S  and  4,  which 
were  occupied  by  prominent  Dawson 
and  Fairbanks  passengers  when  the 
vessel  sailed  from  Skaaway.  The 
rooms  were  found  empty.  He  then 
went  aft  to  enter  the  cabin  from  the 
other  end,  but  found  the  after-mast 
shifted  so  as  to  block  bdth  doors.  He 
entered  the  smoking  room,  which  is 
in  the  after  part  of  the  vessel,  and 
made  a  complete  search,  but  without 
flndlna  any  bodies.  He  secured  the 
nameplate  on  the  smoking  room  door, 
which  Im  presented  to  Agent  Towle 
here  t«  verify  his  statement  that  the 
Sophia  Is  intact  and  not  broken  in 
two,  as  reported  by  a  British  Colum- 
bia Salvage  Company  diver. 

On  the  personal  solloitation  of  -A! 
Wlnchell,  whose  wife  was  lost  in  the 
wreck,  and  who  also  represents 
several  Seattle  parties  who  lost  rela- 
tives. Diver  Jacobsen  left  again  last 
ev«ntng  for  the  wreck  and  will  ex- 
amine rooni  S6,  in  which  Wlnchell 
believe*  his  wife  locked  herself,  pre- 
ferring to  go  down  with  th«  vessel 
rather  thatf  struggle  in  the  ley  waters 
of  the  canal.  Examination  will  be 
made  from  outside  the  vessel  through 
&  window  by  means  of  a  long  hook. 

Jacobsen  now  '  believes  very  few 
people  were  below  deck  when  the 
ship  took  the  final  plunge.  He  says 
the  vessel  lies  about  286  feet  south 
of  the  reef  on  which  she  struck.  Her 
bow  hung  faat  to  the  reef,  while  the 
storm  swung  the  vessel  completely 
around  before  she  slipped  from  the 
reef.     Her  bow  Is  now  headed  north. 

At  medium  tide  the  after  part  of 
the  wreck  la  seventy-nve  feet  under 
water  and  the  forward  part  In  about 
forty  feet.  The  smokestack  in  broken 
oil,  and  the  mainmast  sprung,  cover- 
ina  the  decks  with  debris. 

^e  following  statement  relative  to 
tke  Prlncera  Sophia  was  given  to  The 


Colonist  by  Captain  J.  W.  Troup  yes- 
terday: *    ."^  ... ''IS 

"Something  oyer  « -  fortnight  ago 
Mr.  Jacobsen,  a.  local  diver  at  Juneau, 
after  having  made  a  preliminary  ex- 
amination, reported  that  conditions 
were  such  that  he  could  easily  get 
ovot> .  tha  ontlre  aMp  <  aaAi  that  nu- 
merous bodies  could  be  recovered. 

"On  representations  of  this  nature 
being  made  to  .  the  Canadian  Pacific 
Railway  Company,  the*  company  en- 
tered into  an  arrangement  with 
Jacobsen  for  an  '  expedition  to  go  to 
the  scene  of  the  wreck  and  to  make 
a  thorough  search  of  the  vessel.  The 
expedition  went  out  on  Saturday, 
January  11.  and  after  about  ten  days 
returned   to   Juneau. 

"Mr.  Jacobsen.  however,  reported 
that  weather  had  been  bad  and  that 
he  had  not  been  able  to  do  much 
diving,  but  had  secured  one  body. 
He  was  sent  out  again,,  and  after 
spending  several  .d^ys,  returned  to 
Juneau  yesterday,  reporting  unfavor- 
able weather,  but  otatea  that  he  yas 
able  to  search  the  wreck  and  exam- 
ined the  boat  deck  and  also  rooms  on 
the  starboard  side  and  promenade 
deck,  smoking  room  and  forward 
lower  deck,  and  that  he  had  made  a 
careful  search,  with  the  result  that  no 
bodies  were  discovered  In  the  state- 
rooms or  public  rooms.  Jacebsen  re- 
ported that  he  had  not  been  able  to 
reach  certain  rooms  on  the  port  side 
of  the  promenade  deck  and  lower 
deck.  The  company  therefore  au- 
thorised him  to  return  and  make  a 
final  .and  complete   examination. 

"Weather  and  tidal  conditions  are 
reported  to  be  favorable,  and  it  is  ex- 
pected that  the  work  will  be  com- 
pleted within  the  next  few  days,  after 
which  authentic  information  will  be 
given  to  the  public  in  order  that  rela- 
tives and  friends  may  be  relieved  of 
all  unnecessary  anxiety."

It  was  impossible 
today  to  reach  the  scene  of  the  wreck 
either  by  road  or  by  water.  Roads  are 
flooded,  prohibiting  traffic,  while  no 
vessel  has  been  able  to  go  out  of  the 
harbor.  Wires  are  down  and  the  only 
Information  obtainable  comes  from  re- 
fialr  linemen.  Th*  name*  of  lh«  lost 
MOlors  are  not  yet  obta4ned.  Captain 
Oamey  and  survivors  of  the  wreck  are 
•till  on  the  beach. 

The  auxiliary  schooner  Janet  Car- 
ruthers was  built  In  the  Wallace  ship- 
yards' In  North  Vancouver,  and  was 
launched  for  the  Canada  West  Coast 
Navigation  Company  in  July.  lJl7.  bUt 
was  later  sold  to  ISlwell  &  Company,  of 
New  Tork,  who  are  said  to  be  repre- 
senting the  French  Interests  that  took 
over  nearly  all  the  Canada  West  Coaat 
Navhsatlon  Company  boats  built  on  this 
Coast. 

As  the  vessel  was  laid  up  for  repairs 
fOr  some  time  In  Seattle  prior  to  this 
trip  her  former  crew,  mostly  British 
Colinnbla  men.  left  and  their  places 
were  taken  by  men  from  Seattle,  with 
Captain  Camey.^of  Tacoma.  as  master.

It  decided  last  night, 
consider  the  work  unfair  and  refusa 
to  -permit  the  labor  unions  affiliated 
with  the  Council  to  carry  on  work 
under  the  contract.

LONDON,  Jan.  24. — (R«uter*B).— 
Britain  was  pre-eminent  in  the  air  at 
the  elose  of  the  war,  when  the  British 
air  force  was  the  largest  in  the  world, 
according  to  a  report  made  public  to- 
day. It  fought  on  more  fronts  than 
the  air  service  of  any  other  nation,  and 
its  succesBM  were  proportionately 
Vr«aer,  it  is  said. 

In  August.  1914.  the  British  naval 
and  military  services  together  must- 
ered only  2tS  officers  and  1,853  men 
of  other  ranks.  In  November,  1918, 
there  were  80,000_offlcrs  and  264,000 
men.  At  the  outfireak  of  the  war 
Orsat  Britain  had  146  airplanes  and 
46  seaplanes,  together  with  seven  air- 
ships, while  at  the  close  of  the  war 
■he  had  21,000  alrplan,es,  1,300  sea- 
planes and  103  airships.  Besides  this 
there  were  25,000  airplanes  and  sea- 
planes being  built  and  56,000  airplane 
engines  under  contract. 

The  Women's  Royal  Air  Force, 
which  was  hot  in  existence  in  1914,- 
numbered  at  the  close  of  hostilities 
2M00. 


ROOD  SrrUATION 

SHOWS  IMPROVEMENT 

SEATTLE.  Jan.  24. — Seattle  rail- 
road officials  today  believed  the  recent 
storm  troubles  were  over,  the  heavy 
rains  of  the  past  few  days  having 
stopped.  The  Northern  Paclflc  today 
sent  out  tains  to  Portland  and  Ta- 
ooma.  Testerday  the  road  to  Port- 
land was  blocked  by  floods  at  Tacoma 
and  slides  north  of  Centralla.  The 
Orsat  Northern  reported  that  slides 
on  Its  tracks  north  of  Seattle  liavs 
been  removed. 

PORTLAND,  Ore..  Jan.  24.— The 
rapid  rise  of  the  Willamette  River 
here,  which  reached  a  stage  of  17.7 
feet  this  morning,  and  was  expected 
to  rise  to  18.4  feet  before  tonight, 
cauled  the  removal  of  merchandise  on 
city  «iocks.  Clearing  weather,  how- 
ever, indicated  that  the  river  would 
not  rise  much  higher.  The  paper 
mills  at  Oregon  City  were  practically 
at  a  standstill  today,  doe  to  the  flood 
waters.  Part  of  the  plants  were 
deluged  and  pulp  piles  were  threat- 
ened. Vehicular  traffto  between  Port- 
land and  Oregon  City  has  stopped,  the 
r<Md  M«M  flooded  to  a  depth  of  foar 
and  Ivs  mmx  ta  pia^sa. 


DUBLIN.  Jan.  24. — The  political 
agitation  in  Ireland,  outside  the 
sphere  of  Sinn  Fein  activities,  is  un- 
dergoing a  revival.  A  meeting  of 
moderate  Home  Rulers,  headed  by 
Stephen  Qwynn,  yesterday  launched 
a  movement  for  Home  Rule  with  a 
separate  parliament  for  each  of  the 
four  provinces,  or  three  parliaments, 
with  Lelnster  and  Connaught  Joined, 
which  Is  termed  Dominion  Home 
Rule. 

Today  the  council  of  the  Irish 
Unionist  alliance  met  in  Dublin  and 
adopted  a  resolution  presented  by 
Lord  Farnham,  reaffirming  "unal- 
terable opposition  to  Home  Rule  for 
the  whole  or  any  part  of  Ireland," 
and  declaring  the  real  object  of  all 
Home  Rule  movements  is  total 
separation,  which  would  result  in 
handing  over  Ireland  "to  those  who 
during  the  war  have  actively  sought 
to  procure  the  defeat  of  our  arms 
and  the.  disruption  of  the  Empire." 
On  the  other  hand.  Home  Rule 
gained  a  recruit  in  Major-Qeneral 
Sir  Hubert  Gough,  former  com- 
mander of  the  British  Fifth  Army, 
who  was  a  leader  in  >^at  was  termed 
the  Curragh  revolt,  at  which  time 
he  resigned  from  the  army  when 
Lieut.-Oeneral  Sir  Arthur  Paget,  then 
commander  of  the  forces  in  Ireland, 
gave  the  officers  at  the  Curragh  their 
choice  between  resigning  and  agree- 
ing to  march  against  Ulster  in  case 
of  civil  war.  General  Gough  has 
written  a  letter  to  ^r.  Owynn  in 
which  he  says  he  feels  that  "the 
policy  of  drift  is  leading  the  country 
to  moral,  if  not  material  ruin.'* 

In  his  letter  Sir  Hubert  expressed 
agreement  with  Mr.  Owynn's  Home 
Rule  plan,  and  declared: 

"The  main  object  we  require  to  ar- 
rive at  among  Irishmen  is  a  feel- 
ing of  brotherhood,  comradeship  and 
respect  for  each  other.  Many  of  us 
have  learned  what  comradeship  can 
exiHt  and  what  real  brotherhood 
meant  in  this  war." 

The  letter  concludes  with  the 
statement  that  the  difficulty  confront- 
ing self-government  lies  In  Ireland, 
not  at  Westminster.

Completing  a  voyage  8,000. mllM  In' 
Isnctb,  with  only  one  stop,  and  that 
for  coaU  the  hig  Pacific  Uner  Btnpren 
of  Asia  proudly  steamed  Into  quaran- 
tine station  yesterday  momlnK  at  9:45, 
twenty-three  days  out  from  LlverpooL 
The  ship  left  the  Mersey  on  January 
2  for  this  Coast,  where  she  will  oper- 
ate once  more  on  her  transpacific  rua. 
This  opportunity  was  taken  to  send 
back  to  their  homes  1,871  fighting 
men. 

The  Asia  was  met  at  William  Hsad 
by  the  tus  Point  Hope  with  a  welcome 
committee  aboard,  the  members  of 
which  climbed  a  rope  ladder  to  the 
lofty  decks. 

Leaves  Quarantine 

The  authorities  had  stated  that  the 
vessel  would  stay  at  the  -Quarantine 
Station  for  several  hours  and  would 
come  alongside  the  Outer  Docks  at  4 


o'clock.  Military  officiate  ill- flielnray 
to  the  Head  in  launches  were  there- 
fore som«what  surprised  to  see,  short- 
ly before  they  arrived,  the  big  liner 
commence  to  steam  in  the  direction  of 
the  docks.  The  little  boats  turned 
about,  but  the  Empress  soon  passed 
them.  Movie  operators,  however, 
managed  to  catch  her  as  she  went  by 
with  troops  lining  the'  decks.  °

The  ofFldals  were  consoling  them- 
selves with  the  thought  that  they 
would  reach  t)|e  wharf  by  the  time 
the  Asia  had  tied  up.

This  move  was  greeted  with  loud 
.yells  of  disgust  from  the  men  aboard, 
as  they  saw  themselves  getting  far- 
thor  from  their-  relatives,  who^  liaA 
gathered  upon  the  dock  when  they 
heard  the  sound  oC  the  welcoming 
whistlea 

He  Would  Have  damped 

The  various  mUltary  offlolals,  pho- 
tographers and  newspapermen  boarded 
the  Asia  at  anchor,  and  they  were 
promptly  greeted  with  sundry  opinions 
regarding  the  city'  and  the  people  in 
it.  -One  man  said,  "I.  seen  my  miasus 
oh  the  dock,  and  if  the  boat  had  gona 
a  few  feet  nearer  I'd  have  Jumped." 

The  boat  left  for  the  dock  In  time 
to  tie  up  there  at  four  o'clock.  The 
Vancouver  men  wanted  to  know  If 
they  would  be  allowed  ashore,  and 
when  told  they  must  stay  on  the  boat 
they  waited  until  a  second  gangplank 
was  put  in  place,  and  then  they  i  got 
past  all  opposition  and  to  the  wharf, 
where  they  proceeded  to  dispoaa  of 
that  which  was  edible.      .^;  .V^: : -,  C. 

Six  Nnndnc  Slsten 
The  total  number  of  men  on  board 
the  Asia  was  1,871.    Of  these  180  were 
officers,  60  cadets,  106  sergeants,  and 
1,080   belonged  to  other  ranks.     The 
cadets  were  men  who  were  training  in 
the  Old  Country  for  their  commissions 
and  who  were  prevented  from  getting 
them   on   account    of   the   armistrlce.

The  subject  which  is  uppermost  in 
the  minds  of  the  boys  aboard  the  Asia 
and  the  thing  which  they  tell  a  stri^» 
ger  first  is  the  wonderful   treatment 
accorded  them  In  the  Canal  Zone.  The 
boat  went  from  England  over  near  the 
American  coast  and  then  followed  the 
Gulf  Stream  to  Panama,  making  Col- 
on the  first  port     of     call.     Arriving 
there,  the  doctor  who  came  on  board 
from  that  town  said  that  a  recepUon 
was  to  be  held  for  the  men.     Every- 
body was  given  leave.    When  they  got 
on  shore  they  were  taken  around  the 
city   In  automobiles   and    were   given 
cigarettes,  chewing  gum,  etc.,  and  were 
also  well  fed.    Some  of  the  men  failed 
to  Join   the  ship      before     she   went 
through  the  Canal,  but  went  by  train 
to  Panama,  boarding  her  there.' 
Entertained  Boyalty 
At  Panama  also    a  recepUon    was 
given  for  the  men.     A  party  of  offi- 
cers went  there  by  train  from  Colon 
and  were  met  by  Mr.  S.  J,  Heald,  Pre- 
sident of  the   Panama  Railway,   also 
head  of  the  Red  Cross  for  th«  sons. 
These  ofncers  were  dHven  around  In 
automobiles,  shown  the  Spanish  forts 
and    the    many    wonderful    sights    of 
the  quaint  city,  and  were  then  taken 
to  the  homes  of  the  eitisens  and  hos- 
.pltably  entertained.     The  men  on  the 
Asia  yesterday  could  not  say  enough 
about  the  people  of  the  Canal  Zone. 
They    marvelled      at     the   wonderful 
smoothness,    quietness,  and   efficiency 
of  the  Canal.  Great  locks  were  quickly 
filled  and  emptied,  powerful  locomo- 
tives pulled  the  big  vessel  tKTough,  and 
all    this    without    flurry,    shouting    or 
trouble  of  any  kind.    Electricity  moves 
evenrthing,  and  man  scarcely  figures 
at  all  in  the  proposition. 

Natlvee  Generous 

While  the  Asia  was  going  through 
the  Canal  the  naUves,  British  mib- 
Jects  from  Jamaica,  crowded  the 
banks,  dressed  in  their  finery  and 
showered  the  soldiers  with  bananas, 
oranges,  papers,  and  various  other 
things.  These  naUves  took  delight 
ln~  their  nationality,  shouting  "Me  is 
British." 

Sonrenlr  Olmae 

At  Colon  «rar  eooVenlrs  were  In 
great  demand,  and  the  soldiers  ex- 
ebanged  helmets,  etc.,  for  souvenirs 
of  the  sone.  Panama  hats  were 
bought  in  large  numbers,  as  were 
also  many  other  products  of  this  part 
of  the  world.  The  hats,  some  of 
which  were  in  many  colors,  were 
sold  at  88.60.  but  when  the  natives 
realised  the  business  thai  was  to  be 
done  prieee  went  up  in  a  hurry. 

There  were  many  United  States 
soldiers  In  the  Canal  sone.  and  the 
souvenir  habit  went  so  far,  that  yes- 
terday some  of  the  soldiers  landed 
wearing  United  States  hats,  trousers, 
and  other  accoutrements,  lliey  had 
given  their  own  In  exchange.

Had   Swimming  Tank

Bpithets  were  hurled  against  the 
commissary  department  of  the  big 
liner  yesterday.  It  appears'  that  often 
there  was  not  enough  to  eat.  and 
meat  was  served  too  often  in  the 
..tropics. 

This  state  of  affairs  led  to  aeveral 
raids  upon  the  commissariat  and  up- 
on the  canteen.  On  several  occasions 
the  men  broke  in  and  took  pans  of 
biscuits,  bottles  of  pop,  and  every- 
thing else  desirable.  On  one  oocasion 
1^  there  were  several  barrels  of  bottled 
pop  lying  on  deck  ready  to  be  low- 
ered Into  the  hold.  The  barrels 
never  reached  their  destination,  as 
the  men  opened  them  and  got  aU  the 
contenta.  An  oflloer  saw  a  barrel 
floaUng  past  and  recognised  It.  A 
court  of  inquiry  followed,  and  the 
men  say  all  thay  tried  to  find  out 
was  how  many  oottlea  of  pop  wore 
stolen.     Nothing  was  done.

ytfma  Awdltery  Cruiser 

A  few  days  after  the  war  began  the 
empress  of  Asia  waa  taken  ovor  and 
outfltted  as  an  auxiliary  cruiaer.  She 
served  In  the  Indian  Ocean  and  down 
that  way  for  twenty  ■^ne  hionths,  when 
She  returned  to  the  Paciflc  service. 
Last  May  the  boat  was  again  taken 
oveh  On  May  88  she  left  here  for  the 
Old  Country  with  8,600  Chinese  coolies 
and  SOO  trobpa  She  called  at  King- 
StoBi  Jamaica,  and  -went  back  there 
later  on  account  of  a  submarine  scare. 
The  Asia  was  eventually  escorted  to 
New  York  by  a  United  States  cruiser 
that  was  once  a  German  ship,  but  was 
captured. 

Blade  Four  Round  Trips 

Carrying  American  troops,  the  Asia 
made  four  round  trips  from  New  York 
to  Llvelfpool  and  ones  to  Brest  Always 
travelling  In  convoy,  with  aa  many  as 
eighteen  ships,  the  big  liner  was  nevef 
attacked  by  submarines,  although  It  Is 
said  that  a  sub  was  sunk  in  the  con- 
voy once.  The  boat  never  knew  to 
which  port  she  Was  bound.  When  the 
convoy  was  met  by  British  destroyers 
the  ships  separated,  some  going  one 
WBy  and  some  another.  The  Asia  was 
eainouflaged  at  this  time,  but  befoer 
she  left  fot-  Victoria  she  was  repainted 
in  heir  natural  colors.  The  camou- 
flage, however,  still  can  be  seen  In 
places. 

'  Died  of  Influenxa 

The  officers  are  the  same  as  when 
the  craft  left  here  in  May.  Mr.  Teddy 
Fisher*  of  the  boat's  crew  suid  for- 
iinerly  of  Victoria*  died  at  Uverpool 
from  infludhica.  He  was  formerly 
steward  on  the  Princess  Charlotte  ahd 
on  the  northern  run. 
— The  Asia,  it  is  thought,  will  be  out« 
fitted  for  passenger  trade  at  Hong- 
'kong,  Where  labor  is  cheaper  than  on 
this  side.
